IS BAGS. 


No Dust. 
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Washington, April 11.—The Spanish 


government through Its 
minist-r at 


Washington, Polo de Dernabe, last night 
delivered an important official document 
to the state department stating that the 
armistice which the queen regent of 
Spain had commanded General Blanco 
to proclaim was 
without condition**; 


that her majesty's 
government had 


granted'llberal institutions to the island 
of Cuba which the coming Cuban par- 
liament would develop. Recalling the 
.condolence and sympathy expressed by 
the queen regent and her government 
'un the disaster of the Maine and the 
horrors this disaster had occasioned in 
Spanish hearts, and appealing to the 
, ourtesy and sense of justice of the 
Mnlted States government to enlighten 
public opinion upon the 
attituue ol 


*pain, the note also repeats the oiler ol 
the Spanish government to submit the 
Maine Question to experts designated 
uy the maritime powers of the world. 
This document was the official notifi- 
cation of the Spanish government tu tht 
United States of the graining of an 
armistice ana its essential terms. 


Minister Woodford's dispatch Satur- 


day night had brielly stated the fact 
that an armistice had been agiecd uiiuri, 
but It was not communicated as coming 
from the Spanish government. Sun- 
day'M communication cleaied up rnlsap-' 
prehensions on the most vital point of 
Spain's concession, namely, that the 
armUuice waa without conditions. 
It 


was received by the state department 
after a cabinet meeting Sunday morn- 
ing, and was one of the main subjects 
ol consideration at the second cabinet 
meeting last night. 


Although the Spanish note was sur- 


rounded with the usual secrecy of of- 
ficial negotiations, the follo%s ing sum- 
mary of its contents was secured: "Tht 
Spanish iniiii.ster in Washington, deeply 
Impressed by the numerous errors which 
mem to have obtained credit in public 
opinion in America in regard to the Cu- 
ban question, considers it his duty to 
call again ti.e attention of the secretary 
of state to the loilovvlng points: 


"First—Her majesty, the queen regent 


of Spain, desirous ut ending the troubles 
which are d. totaling Culm, has com- 
manded a 
suspension of 
hostilities. 


General Hlaiuo hat been ordered to pro- 
•laim an armistice without conditions. 
He \v ill determine Inter the duration and 
details of tnls armistice so as to carry 
out the generous 
intentions of 
her 


majesty and Die wishes of the friends ot 
peace. 


"Second—Her majesty's government 


has trained to the Island of Cuba insti- 
tutions as liberal as those enjoyed by 
Canada under the British 
Hag. The 


Cuban chambers will meet on the 4th of 
next May. It will be their duty and 
privilege to put Into practice and develop 
these institutions. 
In addition to this 


Cuba is represented In the parliament at 
Madrid. 


"Third—Public opinion In this country 


appears to ignore the fact that the loss 
of the Maine was immediately followed 
by official and reiterated expressions of 
condolence from her majesty, the queen, 
from her government, from her charge 
d'affaires in Washington and from the 
authorities in Havana, all of which 
tended to affirm the horror which this 
disaster Tiaa caused to arise in Spanish 
hearts, as also the sympathy felt for the 
United States government and navy 
and for the American 
nation. The 


Spanish minister feels confident that he 
jcAtt". cbunt upon the courtesy and sense 
of justice of the United States govern- 
ment to enlighten public opinion upon 
this subject, 


"Fourth—As to the cause of this la- 


mentable disaster, it resolved itself into 
a question of facts which can only be 
settled by material proofs. The Span- 
ish minister reiterates the assurance 
that his government Is-ready to submit 
the question to experts designated by 
the maritime powers, whose conclusions 
are In advance accepted." 


Mr. Bernabe delivered the document 


in person to the state department and, 
aside from the interest in the communi- 
cation Itself, the call had added interest 
as an evidence of a renewal of diplo- 
matic negotiations, tbts being his first 
call at the department in 10 days. Later 
Mr. DuBosc, first secretary of the le- 
gation, made another call at the depart- 


kcm on tht same general suhi 
Turing tne ministers can, ne notified 


thji 'authorities that word had come 
fr»«V'H'avana that General Blanco had 
been' prompt In executing the orders of 
the qiiben regent and that the proclama- 
tion of armistice had been duly promul- 
gated.

The attitude of congress on the gen-

recent days the feeling' in both houses 
has been intense, and It remains to be 
tseen whether the changed conditions 
brought about by the armistice wilt suf- 
fice to allay this feeling. 
Resolutions 


authorizing Intervention are already 
prepared, but these were framed when 
the diplomatic negotiations w«re in a 
deadlock. A leading Republican mem- 
ber of the house committee on foreign 
affairs expressed the opinion that the 
armistice, instead of relieving the situa- 
tion, would only aggravate it. Ha be- 
lieved this country would not rest short 
of the complete abjuration of the Span- 
ish authority over any part of Cuban 
territory. "There is every reason why 
Spain should want an armistice now. 
and it might be significant as a central 
motive that the rainy season, with all 
th* horrors It has to the unaccllmatlzed 
Spa.nlsh soldiers, wiH set in within three 
weeks and continue until about Novem- 
ber. Everybody knows what its effects 
have !>e«n on the troops sent over from 
the peninsula, and In the present con- 
tingency, with Spain's resources prac- 
tically exhausted, continued activity of 
the insurgents, coupled with the fatal 
work of the season, would, I think, mean 
a fatal termination of the Spanish cause 
in the conflict. 


"Its objects are relief from the hoped- 


for avoidance of action by this country, 
and delay with the insurgents until a 
more auspicious season. In that view, 
J am against its consideration for a mo- 
ment. Our position at this time with 
reference to Spain contemplates first, 
intervention In humanity's cause, which

Kaster Sunday brought little rest to 


those who are dealing with the Spanish 
situation. With the president's message 
ready to go to congress, Spain's grant of 
un armistice had brought about new 
conditions which compelled the president 
Jnd his a.lvisers to meet and consider 
how far the situation was affected by 
Spain's concession. As a result the un- 
usual if not the unprecedented condition 
arose for two cabinet meetings on Sun- 
day. 
one about noon, lasting an hour and 


fllmlf, and another at 8 o'clock last night. 


While the streets were thronged with 


people going to their Kaster services 
early in the day, the carriages of cabinet 
officers were centering at the White 
House to take up the latest phases of 
the Spanish situation. 
The cabinet 


meetings led to no change in the de- 
termination that the president's message 
would go to congress. It seemed evi- 
dent. however, from the n«w conditions 
presented by the grant of an armistice 
that the message should deal with these 
conditions in order that congress might 
be fully advised on the latest phases of 
the subject. Cabinet officers were ex- 
tremely reticent over the changes In the 
message, although It seemed tc be under- 
itood that the fact* relating to the armis- 
tice would at least be Incorporated, even 
though the general policy of the message 
underwent no change. 


At the close of the second cabinet 


meeting it was stated that the meeting 
ivas devoted wholly to the consideration 


the addition to the message necessl- 


ated by the receipt of the note advising 
his government of the declaration of an 
nconditional armistice. The suffix to 
he president's message merely recited 
his latest event in the development of 
Tie Spanish question, giving the sub- 
tance of the Spanish note and recom- 
nending it to the earnest attention of 
ongresa. Otherwise the message stands 
nchanged. After 
the meeting, one 


iiember of the cabinet said that the 
panlsh note had not altered either the 
nessage or the situation. "It is merely." 
iaid he, "what Spain has been asking 
or all along—more time. It does not 
ouch the situation, and the president's 
nessage Is left precisely as it was be- 
ore, merely stating the fact of this last 
evelopment." 
Another member said: "Our meeting 
ras for the final reading of the message 
I'hich will be sent to congress. It is a 
trong state paper and will contain a 
•evlew of the conditions existing in Cuba 
or years past. There Is no change In 
he tone of the message differing from 
hat indicated In the newspapers. The 
resident will ask that he be given au- 
hority to use the army and the navy to 
ring about peace in the island of Cuba 
nd to insure there a stable government. 
An argument Is made against the recog- 
nition of Independence of the Insurgents 
'or the reason that there Is lacking the 
essential feature* of an independent peo- 
ile. There is a quotation from one of 
he former presidents 
who argued 


against the recognition of the Texans 
li-hen in rebellion against the Mexican 
government, and from the opinions ex- 
pressed by President Cleveland 
and 


ecretary Olney during the last admin- 
istration in opposition to a recognition 
of independence. There was but one 
addition wade to the message, and that 
was in relation to the dispatch presented 
to the state department by Minister 
Bernabe and containing th* Information 
that the queen regent had granted au- 
thority to Captain General Blanco to 
Issue an armistice, the terms' and condi- 
tions of which would be left to hlg judg- 
ment. This wa* the flrat communlea- 
lion the state department ha* had with 
Hie Spanish minuter iince a we«K irom 
last Friday. So far a* I am aware there 
has been no suggestion made to the |n- 
eurgents by this government with a view 
to their considering the proposition for 
an arml*tlce authorised by the Spanish 
government. This government has never 
had anything to do with the gentlemen 
composing the Cuban Junta In N*w York. 
I do not think th* annUtlce ld«* will 


have the lea<t effect on any action that 
may be contemplated In congreei." 


It If said some members of the cabinet 


recommended further delay limply to 
obntrve the practical effect of the arm- 
lutloe, but they were outvoted by the 
piajorlty, who thought the president had 
waited |on» BBQUffh, .
